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Tri-Town Digs Out from Nor'easter

Just as the National Weather Service predicted, 
a major snowstorm hit southeastern Massachusetts 
the weekend before Christmas, starting on Saturday, 
December 19 and continuing throughout Sunday. Heavy 
northerly winds created blizzard conditions, white-outs 
along the coast, and isolated power outages. The weather 
prevented last minute shoppers from completing their 
checklists, since most roads were too treacherous to 
attempt. 

The Southcoast was the hardest hit as the snow 
system swirled in and accelerated over the water. From 
Fall River to Cape Cod, snow totals were about 2 feet - 
snowdrifts were over 3 feet in some areas. The Tri-Town 
police departments said that there were no snow-related 
accidents or emergencies to report, since most people 
heeded the advice of meteorologists and stayed off the 
roads. 

The plows started late Saturday night, clearing 
the main roads, but the winds drifted snow non-stop, 
covering already-plowed roads, and adding to the 
frustrations of those trying to dig out their cars and get to 
work. 

By Monday, Route 6 was clear, but a lot of the 



main streets, like Converse Road in Marion, the villages, 
and North Street through Mattapoisett and Rochester 
were still treacherous. Large snow banks contributed to 
difficult driving and bad visibility. 

The Mattapoisett Highway Department tried 
to clear the roads as quickly as possible, but they still 
received calls from concerned residents on private roads 
in regards to snow removal. Highway Surveyor Barry 
Denham worked hard to prioritize streets and tried to 
keep everyone happy. 

According to Mattapoisett Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne', the issue of snow removal in 
Mattapoisett will be permanently addressed at the Annual 
Town Meeting in May. "[Snow removal] is going well," 
said Mr. Gagne'. "We are adhering to past practice." This

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chance to write their name on a paper sock and attach that 
to the tree, too. 

The slogan for the sock drive was: ''When the 
weather's cold and your toes are too - how do you warm 
them up? Some socks will do." Ms. Tougas described 
the tree as the Enrichment Class' "pride and joy." On 
December 18, the socks were packaged up and sent to 
Turning Point, a non-profit organization that provides 
resources to area residents in need. 

Ms. Tougas said that she was proud of her 
students calling them "great kids," and said that: "a little 
bit of our love and warmth goes into each pair of socks." 

The next project that the Enrichment Class had 
been working on is the Peace Board. Olivia Lanagan and 
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Tori Saltmarsh proudly displayed the colorful board, 
which consists of peace-inspired art projects from Ms. 
Bodeau's class, and an array of brightly colored ''rainbow 
hands'' depicting the word "peace" in 26 different 
languages. Ms. Saltmarsh said that "peace is a domino 
effect - it only takes one person" to start off the reaction. 

The third project is the "Wall of Celebrations," 
which consists of a celebration of all December holidays 
and traditions from around the world. Facts about 
Kwanzaa, Hanukkah, and different world interpretations 
of Christmas are neatly displayed on the wall at ORRJHS. 
The students said that they learned a lot about world 
traditions, like the different ways Santa Claus visits 
children across the globe. For example, in France, Pere 
Noel fills the children's shoes with gifts; in England, he is 
called Father Christmas. 

The Enrichment students developed an affinity 
for latkes, which are a staple in the Jewish celebration 
of Hanukkah. The students learned that the latkes are 
fried because the oil used in frying represents the oil that 
miraculously burned for 8 days straight, thus making the 
Hannukah holiday. 

The students realized that all nations celebrate 
different holidays. "We wanted to respect that, so we 
make this wall," said Mr. Bergstein. 

In the Enrichment Class, the students learned 
world recipes, and learned about Kwanzaa, which is a

The Program is designed to help families with 
young children in many w^ays, from providing early 
education and healthcare to social and nutritional 
services. Ms. Taylor's job w^as to link the available 
programming together for families w^ith young children. 

Another important part of Ms. Taylor's job has 
been to advocate w^ith legislators for funding. Sadly, in 
recent years, that funding has dw^indled dow^n, so that Ms. 
Taylor's position as Coordinator w^ill not be replaced after 
her retirement. Ms. Taylor said that "she had planned to 
retire anyw^ay" and this is not the reason for her leaving 
now^. How^ever, she anticipates a lot more involvement 
on the part of the employees and parents to keep the 
program running as it has been. 

Ms. Taylor said that the "overall goal is to 
provide the highest quality services to families, ensuring 
that they have a choice about w^here to send their child, 
be it w^ith the public schools, private nurseries, or in a 
certified home setting." This choice for parents attempts 
to allow everyone's needs to be met. 

In addition to these services, the Early Childhood 
Education Program provides a number of parenting 
education workshops which range from behavioral 
management (the most popular topic), to nutrition and 
fun outdoor activities. Parent and child programs are 
also popular, with activities such as family reading night, 
a teddy bear picnic, various fairs, and playgroups for 
infants, toddlers, and preschoolers. 
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We will be closed until Jan. 13 



Since this period of early childhood is often a time 
of learning to adjust to change, whether that is the first 
time going to preschool, or the first day of Kindergarten, 
the Education Program focuses also on supporting 
smooth transitions for children. 

In Marion, the Early Childhood Education 
Program serves The Loft School, Project GROW, Seaside 
School, Kinder Kare Learning Center, and the YMCA 
Sippican Childcare Center. In Mattapoisett, the Preschools 
and Childcare Centers served by the Education Program 
are the Lighthouse Learning Center, Little People College, 
Project GROW, Tri-Town Early Childhood Program and 
the YMCA Shining Tides Preschool. In Rochester there are 
two. Project GROW and the Countryside Childcare. All 
three Towns have a number of family childcare providers 
under the Early Childhood Education Program, as well. 

Ms. Taylor's final words about her time with 
Early Childhood Education were that "it has certainly 
been very exciting. Fm getting a sense of the impact 
of the initiation now that Fm retiring.'' She spoke of 
the "positive impact" her work and the work of her 
colleagues has had. 

She also said, "Critical to the success of the 
program is the teaching staff at Project GROW." These 
teachers have been "real forerunners in the field, always 
willing to try new things." 

Part of the mission statement for the Tri-Town 
Early Childhood Council is to "create an atmosphere

Scott, Superintendent William Cooper, School Business 
Administrator Kathleen Isernio, Director of Student 
Services, Teresa Hamm, and Interim Principal Lyn Rivet. 

Visitors from Sippican School fourth grade 
class gave a 10-minute presentation on world-famous 
explorers, which included John Cabot, Neil Armstrong, 
Sacagawea, and Vasco Nunez de Balboa. After the 
presentation, teachers Debra Almeida and Sandi Rosen 
handed out the full-reports the children completed, a 
copy of the rubric used to grade the assignments, and 
samples of the books the children read during their unit 
on explorers. 

''This is an example of what we expect fourth 
graders to be doing by mid-year,'' Ms. Almeida said. 

On December 17, the children celebrated their 
unit on explorers with an "Explorer's Feast" at the 
Sippican School. After the Committee reviewed the 
sample assignments. Chairperson McCarthy thanked the 
students and the teachers for their presentation. 

In the Chairperson's report. Chairperson 
McCarthy gave a quick update, saying that the woodchips 
had been recently spread at the playgrounds, and just in 
time for the cold weather. 

Chairperson McCarthy also listed several 
important dates: the first Budget Subcommittee meeting 
on December 21, the next meeting of the Marion School 
Committee which will be January 20, and the next Joint 
School Committee will be January 28. 

In the Superintendent's report. Dr. Cooper 
informed the Committee that they are in the middle of 
a difficult budgeting task for FYll, and the absence of 
ARRA grants for the upcoming fiscal year is making the 
future budget look bleaker by contrast. "It's not business 
as usual," Dr. Cooper said.

Dr. Cooper also informed the Committee that 
there had been a presentation on "Race to the Top/' which 
represents the next wave of stimulus money. $250 million 
is available to Massachusetts if enough individual school 
districts apply, but only half of the money would be 
available as Title 1 money to the schools; for Marion, this 
would mean an increase of 20% in Title 1 money, which 
does not represent a large sum. In exchange, the program 
would be heavily based in standardized testing and merit 
pay would have to be considered in participating districts. 
The "Race to the Top" initiative will be further discussed 
at a January 8 TLC meeting. Depending on ORR's interest, 
an application would have to be complete by January 13. 

Dr. Cooper declared the December 15 HlNl clinic 
a success, saying that Public Health Nurse Amanda Stone 
did a great job, and surprisingly, there were doses left 
over. 

In the Principal's report, Ms. Rivet informed the 
Committee that she will conduct a Shrewsbury site visit 
in early January. The site visits are a part of an ongoing 
effort to determine what academic programs Marion

could adopt to further improve their MCAS scores. So far, 
the site visits to places like Sandwich and Sharon have 
shown that high-performing districts are all using one 
common math program, and most are using the same 
reading program. They all include math and reading 
coaches and make large investments in professional 
development. 

Ms. Rivet said that Error! Contact not defined, 
there are requests for volunteers for "Destination 
Imagination,'' which would require February training for 
a March event. Anyone interested in volunteering should 
contact Ms. Soucy at the Sippican School. 

According to Ms. Rivet, the girl's bullying 
program was "extremely well-done... enlightening and 
almost scary. . ." She described it as scary because almost 
half the grade school girls present admitted to accepting 
friend requests on website like Facebook and MySpace 
from people they didn't know. As educators, Ms. Rivet 
said that this was something that they needed to know. 

In a December 22 meeting, Ms. Rivet gave a 
presentation to the Sippican staff about the "Race to the 
Top" initiative, and shared feedback on the flex wheel. 

At a School Counsel meeting, VASE member 
Rania Lavranos worked with the Counsel to improve 
communication between the two groups. They 
determined that they needed to improve the language 
in the handbook in regards to three topics: attendance, 
review of discipline, and harassment. 

As a final item in her report, Ms. Rivet said that 
they needed parent volunteers for the Homework Club. 
Parents who have one day a week, or even one day a 
month, and are willing to help, should contact Ms. Rivet. 
Volunteers must be CORI checked. 

The minutes of the November 18 meeting were 
approved. 

In her Financial report, Ms. Isernio said that there 
were no transfers needed for the month of December, 
and informed the Committee that they were adopting a 
software called "Budget Sense," which should simplify 
the budgeting process. 

On December 29, an electrician will wire a kiln 
at the school, and the pottery kiln should be functional in

time for the students to return to school after Christmas 
break. The kiln was funded through the art budget and 
contributions from VASE. 

The Sippican School is facing several necessary 
repairs. The sheetrock still needs to be repaired from the 
last HVAC leak, the cupola on the roof leaked in the last 
rain storm, and the building requires $15,000 in window 
replacement in the third grade wing. 

The Committee briefly discussed the best time 
to replace the windows. Dr. Cooper said that ''it's a 
messy job", citing the last window replacements that 
were done at the Rochester Memorial School. The School 
Maintenance Committee will discuss these repairs further. 
They will also hire a subcontractor to complete the year's 
maintenance work at Sippican. The position will be part- 
time, and short-term. 

The Committee then looked at the Annual

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet?

VASE and their work, and the Marion School Committee 
goals for the upcoming year. The Annual Report will be 
submitted to Helene Graver. 

The Committee voted to accept the Annual 
Report, pending changes Ms. Winters wants to make. 

Ms. Hamm then presented the Transitional 
Skills Center proposal, which would create an "in- 
house'' education program for 3 Tri-Town students in 
need of special education. Since the students are from 
Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester respectively, the 
chance to keep the special education services in the Tri- 
Town was a ''synchronistic'' opportunity, where all three 
towns could split the cost. 

The plan would be under the guidance of the 



Walker Partnership, and would provide a licensed social 
worker and a consulting psychiatrist, in addition to 
supplies and rent at Old Hammondtown School for the 
rest of the 2009/2010 school year for the three students. 
The cost would be $122,000 for the half year. 

At a December 14 School Committee meeting, 
Mattapoisett did not vote to accept this measure, citing 
the need to review and gather more information before 
making a decision. At the December 15 meeting of the 
Rochester School Committee, they did support the idea. 
The opinion of the Marion School Committee was going 
to serve as an unofficial tie-breaker. 

The Marion School Committee ultimately sided 
with Mattapoisett, verbalizing the same concerns that the 
Mattapoisett School Committee did. Ms. Winters wanted 
to know more about the full scope of costs, including 
any costs the town may incur for insurance, and what 
a 2010/2011 school year Walker Partnership cost plan 
would look like. Mr. Scott thought the plan was worth 
looking into further, and even saw the potential for cost- 
savings in the long run, but also didn't want to make 
an immediate decision, since cost-savings would only 
come if outside districts were willing to "tuition-in" their 
special needs students. 

Since the issue was time-sensitive, and the 
opportunity of three Tri-Town students being in need 
of the same service was unprecedented, Ms. Hamm said 
that the opportunity probably would not present itself

lines are ever run down the street. The two new homes 
would receive town water. 

The wetlands have been surveyed, and the sewer 
"perc" test has been passed. The proposed common drive- 
way would pass over a small stream with a slight eleva- 
tion in the road.

Mrs. Kellum has always been interested in 
mathematics and science, even when she was a student 
at ORR. "Would you believe [my favorite] was Honors 
Biology in the 9*^ grade with Mr. Howie?'' Students might 
find this surprising since Mr. Howie is still teaching at 
ORR. 

After graduating from ORR as part of the 1984 
class, Mrs. Kellum attended University of Vermont in 
the medical field. "Calculus was a required freshmen 
class," Mrs. Kellum explained how she became a math 
teacher. "I soon realized the memorization of biological/ 
medical terms and processes were not for me, but I loved 
my calculus class!" After this realization, Mrs. Kellum 
switched her major to mathematics. Mrs. Kellum later 
received her Masters of Art in Teaching Mathematics 
from UMASS Dartmouth, and she has also done some 
coursework with Boston College and UMASS Boston. 

While Mrs. Kellum was at UMASS Dartmouth, 
she did pre-practicum observations at the junior 
and senior high school. "Dwayne Cameron was my 
cooperating teacher for student teaching," Mrs. Kellum 
says. "He was the [math] coordinator at the time. Timing 
is everything and luckily, a part-time position became 
available." 

During Mrs. Kellum' s early years of teaching, she 
didn't limit herself to just math classes. "I even taught 
French 1 for a year to fill my schedule and satisfy a need 
in the languages," Mrs. Kellum says. 

Mrs. Kellum says that there is a difference 
between department heads and coordinators. 
"Department heads have fewer classes and have more 
administrative duties," Mrs. Kellum says. "I'm not sure 
I'd like that." Mrs. Kellum says she likes instead to spend 
her time during the day working with students to help 
improve their understanding of mathematics. 

Not only is Mrs. Kellum the coordinator for the 
math department, but she also coaches the math team.

their personal lives/' But even though Mrs. Kellum would 
like to have strong math students join the team, she says 
that any student is welcome. 

Mrs. Kellum has also pioneered the student-run 
math tutoring program, which is known by students as 
the ''math help lab.'' Mrs. Kellum says that ORR used 
to have a tutoring program run by the guidance office, 
but it fell apart. "The student need is always there," Mrs. 
Kellum says. That was her reason for creating the lab, 
which is based on the college math help model. Students 
who are strong in math volunteer to tutor other students 
during their studies. The lab is a room in the math 
hallway that is reserved for tutoring. There is a time limit

Yes, Virginia... 

The following letter and 
response originally appeared in a 
September 21 , 1897 issue of The 
New York Sun. The response was 
initially unsigned, but the author 
of "Yes, Virginia, There is a Santa 
Claus" was later determined 
to be the former Civil War 
correspondent, Francis Pharcellus 
Church, an editorialist for The 
Sun, and brother to the publisher. 

Although Mr. Church

never had children, his response to Ms. O'Hanlon's question 
is filled with the romance of childhood, and penned in a way 
that children could understand. It answers Ms. O'Hanlon's 
question without dodging, and without condescension. Most 
importantly, it reminds adult readers to hold on to their sense 
of whimsy, and to never to use adulthood as an excuse for not 
seeing magic in the world. 

Ms. O'Hanlon grew up to become the principal of 
a New York school, and died in 1971 . 
It was her father who suggested that 
she ask The Sun whether or not Santa 
existed, since he believed The Sun was 
the ultimate source of knowledge, and 
the question was one that Mr. O'Hanlon 
didn't want to have to answer. It was 
beyond Ms. O'Hanlon's wildest dreams 
that her question would inspire one of the 
most loved editorials of all time. 

Ms. O'Hanlon enjoyed her 
role in pop culture, and passed the 
original letter that she wrote along to 
her granddaughter, who passed it along 
to her son. The letter was most recently 
authenticated on the Antiques Roadshow. 
Appraiser Kathleen Guzman described 
the editorial as "a wonderful free verse 
poem about spirituality and love." 

According to an A&E Biography special, Ms. 
O'Hanlon never took the credit for the letter. She said: "All 
I did was ask a question. Mr. Church's editorial was so 
beautiful. . .it was Mr. Church who did something wonderful." 

The Sun clearly never anticipated a big response 
from the editorial, since it was buried on page 7 of the 
September 21 , 1897 issue, but it was an immediate sensation 
and according to the People's Almanac, was reprinted every 
year until The Sun stopped printing in 1949. 

And here is the correspondence that has become a 
holiday staple. 




Dear Editor: 

I am 8 years old. Some of my little friends say there 
is no Santa Claus. Papa says, 'If you see it in The Sun it's so.' 
Please tell me the truth: is there a Santa Claus? 
Virginia O'Hanlon. 
115 West Ninety-Fifth Street 

Virginia, 

Your little friends are wrong. They have been 
affected by the skepticism of a skeptical age. They do not 
believe except they see. They think that nothing can be 
which is not comprehensible by their little minds. All minds, 
Virginia, whether they be men's or children's, are little. In 
this great universe of ours man is a mere insect, an ant, in his 
intellect, as compared with the boundless world about him, as 
measured by the intelligence capable of grasping the whole of 
truth and knowledge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. He exists as certainly 
as love and generosity and devotion exist, and you know that 
they abound and give to your life its highest beauty and joy. 
Alas! how dreary would be the world if there were no Santa 
Claus. It would be as dreary as if there were 
no Virginias. There would be no childlike faith 
then, no poetry, no romance to make tolerable 
this existence. We should have no enjoyment, 
except in sense and sight. The eternal light 
with which childhood fills the world would be 
extinguished. 

Not believe in Santa Claus! You might as 
well not believe in fairies! You might get your 
papa to hire men to watch in all the chimneys 
on Christmas Eve to catch Santa Claus, but 
even if they did not see Santa Claus coming 
down, what would that prove? Nobody sees 
Santa Claus, but that is no sign that there is no 
Santa Claus. The most real things in the world 
are those that neither children nor men can see. 
Did you ever see fairies dancing on the lawn? 
Of course not, but that's no proof that they are 
not there. Nobody can conceive or imagine all 
the wonders there are unseen and unseeable in the world. 

You may tear apart the baby 's rattle and see what 
makes the noise inside, but there is a veil covering the unseen 
world which not the strongest man, nor even the united 
strength of all the strongest men that ever lived, could tear 
apart. Only faith, fancy , poetry , love, romance, can push 
aside that curtain and view and picture the supernal beauty 
and glory beyond. Is it all real? Ah, Virginia, in all this world 
there is nothing else real and abiding. 

No Santa Claus! Thank God! he lives, and he lives 
forever. A thousand years from now, Virginia, nay, ten times 
ten thousand years from now, he will continue to make glad 
the heart of childhood.

Moving On

The Lovely Bones. Starring Saoirse Ronan and Susan 
Sarandon. Directed by Peter Jackson. Running time: 
135 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Will Peter Jackson ever come down to earth? On the 
evidence of his new film The Lovely Bones ^ adapted from 
Alice Sebold's bestseller, I very much doubt it. After his 
Lord of the Rings films and King Kong, Jackson now 
seems to want to live inside the world of his computer- 
effects company WETA, where anything is possible. But 
if any story didn't call for show-stopping eye candy, it's 
Sebold's. The Lovely Bones is narrated by Susie Salmon 
(Saoirse Ronan, from Atonement), a fourteen-year-old 
murdered by a fastidious madman (Stanley Tucci, in a 
rare bad performance). Susie is bound for Heaven, but she 
can't make it there quite yet; she has to let go of her old 
life, let go of the family that mourns her and the perv who 
killed her. 

This material was once slated for Lynne Ramsay 
{Ratcatcher, Morvern Callar) to direct, and I would 've 
loved to have seen what an artist with Ramsay's matter- 
of-fact command of lyricism would' ve done with it. 
Instead we get Jackson, who in the 21 years since his 
freewheeling debut Bad Taste has apparently morphed 
into a bloviating schlockmeister. (I blame his Oscar wins; 
Oscar has killed the taste and sense of many another 
filmmaker.) In Jackson's hands. The Lovely Bones — 
admittedly gorgeous to behold (Andrew Lesnie did the 
cinematography) — becomes a slightly sick blend of 
the banality of evil and the rhapsody of fantasy. Susie 
wanders through some sort of limbo, or inbetween-land, 
where the landscape and climate changes from moment to 
moment, and that's a fair assessment of the overall film, 
which never strikes or sustains a consistent mood. 

You know Jackson's not working seriously when he 
coaches poor Stanley Tucci to play Susie's murderer as a 



textbook creep whom anyone could see through. Susie's 
parents (Rachel Weisz and Mark Wahlberg) go through 
their grief at a remove from us; nothing and nobody truly 
moves us. Susan Sarandon drops in for a few scenes 
as Susie's free-spirited grandma — too free-spirited, 
considering she's lost a grandchild — but Sarandon 
brings some life even to the cliched montage of Grandma 
trying to clean house but instead wrecking it. Indeed, The 
Lovely Bones contains more awful scenes than any film 
by a gifted director in recent memory, especially the one 
in which Wahlberg, suspecting Tucci, follows him into a 
nearby cornfield with a baseball bat. 

Susie's sister (Rose Mclver) also suspects Tucci, and 
one day she sneaks into his house looking for evidence. 
As she snoops around, and Tucci arrives home, Jackson 
draws out the suspense tiresomely, and Susie herself 
disappears from the movie for a long stretch. We feel 
manipulated by the jolly New Zealander, who even stages 
a love scene between Susie (temporarily possessing the 
body of a psychic goth girl — don't even ask) and her 
school crush while a safe containing her body is being 
dumped. The Lovely Bones says that it's okay if girls get 
raped and murdered (no rape is mentioned in the film, 
unlike the book) as long as there's a golden dusky Heaven 
awaiting them, along with the ghosts of other murdered 
children, while sappy New Age music plays. Jackson gets 
lost in heavenly visual possibilities and lets everything 
else go to hell.
